4 BOUT TWENTY MILKS INSIDE OF 
J\ Cape Flattery i on the southern shore of tho 
Straits uf Fuca. there have been discovered, crop- 
ping out in the fi.ee of a cliff of aniidstone, two 
seams of a superior quality of coal| respectively 
22 and 8 inches thick, ditWina from all other coal 
yet found on this roast, ■ ami approaching very 
Dearly to the be»t nnlhracitc. 

The hill or cliff in which this coal is found ex- 
tend*' from Clallam Bay to Pillar Point, (eight or 
Dine miles) and is several hundred feet in height. 
It rises abmptly and nearly perpendicularly from 
l\ bold shore, and with scarcely any breadth of 
summit descends as suddenly on the landward 
side ; so that it is actually nothing more than a 
wedge of rock, which in some tremendous con- 
vulsion of nature has been forced up from its 
natural pojiti m, as if fur the purpose of reveal- 
ing to us the wealdi in coal held in the subjacent 
strata, and which otherwiao might long have lain 
there unsuspected. Behind this hill, stretching 
for several miles eastward nnd southward from 
Clallam Hay, the surface of the country \* almost 
level, affording the strong presumption that 
throughout that district the underlying strata will 
be found undisturbed. 

In view of the eligible situation of this coal 
field, the superior qualities of the coal and other 
important considerations, a Joint Stock Company,

The mcmbera of the House of Assembly, 
in the early part of tbo session, were so punc- 
tual in their attendance, and so earnest in 
getting through with the business lhal came 
before thorn, that the newspapers were cheat" 
oJ frequently out ol that favorite topic of 
censuring tho Legislature.

Ycstor- 
day gavo a similar result. Tho ever punc- 
tual Speaker was there, and Messrs. DeCos-. 
mos, Dickson and Young ; but although the 
quartette waited half an hour past the 
usual time, there was no acquisition to their 
number. 

This is certainly an undesirable stale of 
affairs. If a seat in tho House is considered 
of sufficient importance by the members to 
justify the expenditure of money, time, anil 
anxiety to obtain it, it must Buruly ba some- 
thing moro than the affix of M. L. A. to 
their names they covet. At all events, 
whether their ambition is satisfied with this 
empty honor or not, ihere is a duly they owe 
to their constituents, which no personal in- 
terest, vanity, or predilection, can for one 
moment set aside or ignore. We have arrived 
fortunately at that stago in our political ex- 
istence when every repri'sontalive is an im- 
imporlant element for weal or woe in the 
Government of the country; but this increased 
political powor, which has come mainly from 
tho breaking up of the old political cliques, 
brings with it nn increased responsibility ; 
and tho man who enters the House goea in, 
not as forming part of the (ail of Executive 
automata, but as a representative member to 
impress the opinions of his constituents, or at 
leait his own individuality, on the actions ol 
the Legislature. There has been hitherto 
too low an estimate formed of tne position ol 
Assemblyman, as much by lha member him- 
self as by the public generally. This, how* 
ever, has arisen from the fact that the principal 
feuture in the House of tho old regime wa* 
a lack of manliness and sell-respect ; there 
was no disposition evinced by the majority 
to attend even the dehaies, such as they wure, 
but rather a kind of consciousness that the) 
were not their own master and that, therefore 
when they were waolcd in the House the) 
would be lent for. We have no idea tha> 
the Assembly will ever come to so low an 
ebb ugain ; but we cannot wutch too carefully 
the conduct of its member*, and if there it, 
one thing more than another that tends In- 
wards ihe past stale ol afl.iirs it is a laxity or 
want of punctuality in I tie attendance. With 
earnest, sensible men m tho Hnuao, wh > uri 
anxious to fulfill the duties devolving upon 
their position, not a single public wrong, not 
an iniquitous law, not a removable barrier to 
the couniry's prosperity would last for a month; 
but with men who think so little of theii 
position and of their pledges to their consul, 
uenta as to allow private business or personal 
enwe to keep them away from the Assembly, 
anything and everything that i* injurious may 
be accomplished, and we have not the slightest 
guarantee that ihe wants of the couotry will 
meet with even ihe smallest possible attention.

In another column we givo the results ol 
tho voting in the Presidential contest — at 
least such as arrived at Seattle up till the de- 
parture ol the schooner Foam.

It 
would be, however, time thrown away even il 
they were moro complete, since the Eli/.a 
Anderson will, in all probability, bring the 
full details this morning. The fact that Mo- 
Clellan has obtained a majority of 25,000 in 
the city of New York is only what might 
have been expected from a community thai has 
been always so notoriously detnucralic. The 
last State election, however, gave the Repnbli- 
cansa majority, and ii isjuslpoasiblo when ihe 
reiurns come Iron) the interior, that Lincoln 
will bo lound to have curried the State. The 
fact that California and Oregon huvo gono 
largely for Lincoln— although wo are afraid 
the figures of the telegram place the majority 
rather high — speaks Blrongly for the Lincoln 
sentiment of the Pacific Stales. The Now 
England States and Ohio have gono, as a 
mailer of course, for I incoln. McOlellat) 
may possibly obtain Pennsylvania and even 
New York ; but tho chances are, in too great 
bulk of the Stales, overwhelmingly against 
him.

Tho members of tho new Cily Council mot 
hut evening shortly before 7 o'clock. Pre- 
sent, His Worship the Mayor nnd Councillors 
McDonald, Foil, Munro, Smiti:, Jeflery and 
Allatt. 

Trie Mayor addressed a low words of con« 
gralulution to the newly elected Councillors, 
ami expressed his satisfaction at the munici- 
pal beard beiug composed of men who were 
well known to be thoroughly versed in the 
requirements of the city. 

Mr. McDonald remarked that ho was in 
hopes that when he again sat as a member 
of this Board they would bo in a posi- 
tion to benefit Ihe city and reflect a little 
credit on themselves. lie was sorry to say 
that such was not the case, lime had rolled on, 
and they were at ihe commencement of 
another municipal year, as powerless as ever, 
in tact, in a much worse position. They were 
without lunils and without credit, and 
what was still worse, without tho power of 
mending the ovil. There was no source Irom 
which tbey could beg or borrow. All the 
inouey raised by Government under the Half 
per cent Tax Act, would be Bwallowed up by 
the debentures that become due on the 31st 
December nc.tt. He believed there was a 
new Incorporation act about m be inlroducod 
inlo the House of Assembly by Iho lion, tho 
senior member for the city, but it was not 
likely that this act would pass or booomp law 
sootier than sixty days fiom iia introduction. 
Looking thercloro at their position in as 
f.ivorable a light ns possible, he would ask, il 
they were ju-lified in incurring any lurther 
liabilities. He thought not, and believed they 
wou d concur wilh him that such a course 
would be highly ini] rudenl. Hitherto, he 
had not shrunk from responsibility, and had 
stuck to the stoking ship as long as possible, 
in the hope that ttvy would get repaired, 
and be enabled to repair the streets.

Mr. Copland's petition against iho return 
of Mr. Harris as Mayor fui the city came up 
before the Chief Justice yesterday. Mr. 
Ring appeared for the petitioner, who was 
present and Instructed his counsel ; the At- 
torney General appeared for IMr. Harris. 

.Mr. King in opening tho case for his client 
read the petition, which was to the elluet thai 
Mr. Harris by being in tho commission of 
the Peace for S.iuuicb was a judge, having 
civil and criminal juiisdiolion, anil was there 
fore disqualified for Ihe position ol' Mayor ; 
the petition concluded by praying that Mr. 
Hums' election bo set ajide and Mr. Copland 
declared duly elected. 

Mr. King said the disqualification on which 
the pditioner relied Whs Mr. Ilnrri-' being 
judge of civil or criminal jurisdiction, by 
virtue of bis being in Ihe commission of Ihe 
peace. The learned counsel proceeded to 
show that a justice wns a judge, by re/erring 
tn legal authorities. He nisi, quoted Irom the 
colonial statute ol Hlih Dtp. 18(12, entitled 
" An Act lor rendering ihe administration ol 
junlice in minor cases moro speedy and oer- 
lain," it was clearly shewn that a justice was 
a judge in civil mid in crimininal matters. 
The counsel also urged tnut it did not mat- 
icr in what place ho exercised his functions 
as judge. He read an advertisement Irom 
the papers signed by Thonius llanis an- 
nouncing that on a certain day ho would pro» 
coed to " hold a court" which ho, Mr. Harris, 
had done, and had sat as a judge in a civil 
anil criminal capacity. It was true Ihnt by 
the Incorporation Act the Mayor wi.s ex. of- 
ficio a jus'tieoiif the peace, and the question 
was how could that stand with the disquali- 
fying clatiBO !

Who Buii.t -rut: Kirst Steamboat.— A 
Leech river correspondent wishes us to de- 
cide a wager in which tnc gentleman has 
been induced to ri;k his stock-in-trade 
against a sum of money, ou the assertion that 
tho first steamboat was not built in the 
United Stales ol America. In answer to our 
correspondent we have only to say that the 
first boat propelled by sleam was built in 
Scotland, by au engineer named Symington, 
under the HiiperiiHendenoB ol a Mr. Taylor, 
and was framed like n double or twin boat, 
propelled by ono paddle which worked be- 
tween tho interstices. The boat ran on a 
small lakeat Dalswinton on the 14th October. 
1738, und muda seven miles an hour. On 
Christmas day ol tho following year a second 
boat was coustructcd under a gentleman 
named Miller, the engines made by Syming- 
ton. This vessel was sixty feet long and 
ran on the Forth and Clyde canal. Experi- 
ments of a similar character were followed on 
tho river Seine in France. It was not, how- 
over, until eighteen yeais afterwards, and iu 
tho United States, that tho invention was put 
lo practical purposes. In 1807 Fulton built 
bis celebrated steamer of 160 tons nnd 
placed it en tho Hudson river. Tbe boat 
averaged 110 miles in the 24 hours. Tho 
merit, therefore, of inventing and running 
tho first sleam vessel belongs lo Scotland, 
that of turning the principles of steam navi- 
gation to commercial purposes to tho United 
Slates.
